The  merchant  stands  his 
share  in  smaller  profits  and  the  customer  stands  his 
part  of  it  in  the  decrease  in  the  size  of  the  packets, 
or  poorer  quality  of  the  seeds.  Some  companies  get 
around  this  difficulty  by  charging  double  price  for 
their  packets.
